brushed .Sherrick aside and lunged 
past Officers Armstrong and Snyder 
Officer Snyder caught the man, but 
Mowery, who is a powerful fellow, 
broke the clinch and darted up ttie 
rear stairway. 
Snyder followed in 


pursuit while Armstrong and Sher- 
rick made for the front stairs to 
intercept the prisoner
